Rezolted, That snch member of this meeting,
and the friends of the hospltal be regunested to
aid 1o earrying into effect the foregoing resoliu-
tiomn,

Mr. Dawson, FPresident of the Board of Mann-
gors, stated that the Ineome recelved from the
wvested endowiments in 80,000 annually, while
$57.000 are anuually expended., Thus, yearly
the Board has bad to make appeals to the boe-
nevolence of, the eltizens, with no prospect of
an improvement in its fluances, For one hun-
dred yoars it hus stood alone In its work, un-
supported by the elty or Uommonwenlin,
Although Lhe strictest cconomy I8 used in all
the expenditures, yet, with the donbled and
trebled Inerense in fuel, medleines, food, &e., 1L
is tmpossible to discharge s fmal work without
netive efforts o ks behnlf, Ifsuch ald be not
afforded, then the institution will be compelled
to close ite doors Lo the munimed and mangled
persons who are coustantly recdelved within 1is
walis. Asan lusiance of Its unceasing care, it
miy be stated that on Monday flve persons,
m-nﬁlrd lu the late boller accldeut, were re-
otived,

Dr, Addriett Hewson, Surgeon ot the Hos.
pital, stated the great necessity for prosent uld
was to contrasl the work of the Hospital In the
past with its present operations and the de-
mands which will come up o the foture, Fifty
years ago the sponler’s father wus eleclad Sar-
geon in the Hospital, Then surgical cases wero
of rare occurrenee, and atiracted numbers of
mediceal men toobserve tha opérations. Within
thal space steam power has been developed, fue-
tories erecled, raalroads bullt, population has Ln-
creased In an enormoun rmiio, and thuas aecl-
doents have been occurring beyond onr means at
present of earing for them. The institution re-
ceives all who come within twenty-four hours
of the accldents oecurring, without charge. Two
oases occur a4 daoy now, being four times us great
as in 1845,

Last vear the Hospienl treated more of these
eases thun the great charity hosplials of Boston
and New York combined, Fuorthermore, the
number of poor patients has increased with the
ratio of the growih of the city. Last year, of
these people, the Hospital has treated over 1600
cases, while the Mnssnohusetts Hosplial had 8356
ecases, They spent 8500 more than the Pennsyl-
vania Hospital, and the New York Hospital
$40,000 more. In salarles, our Hospital pays out
al.’-h more than forty yeurs ago, 1The cost of moe-
dicines has been only doubled within the Ixst
twenly years, owing to the sirictest economy.
Twenly years ago, over two hundred pounds of
putent lint was usad; last year, only twenty
pounds, the balance being oakum ab fiftecn
oents per pound, lint belng five dollars, Hand-
ages were riso wsed to a less amount than
twenly vears ago, hy using the bandages seve-
ral Limes over, aftar being washed and disin-

Sixtecn ure recelving regular ald at the pre-
sent Ume., Of the cluims of those we will only
suy they aro those of present destitution, in-
firmity, sickness, age, and of an honorable
record in nll thelr business lives, Kach case
bas lis own sad history of digappointed hopes,
earnest but unavalling stroggles for recovery
from fallen fortunes, and a reluctant and pain-
ful ylelding toa condition of nnavoldable de-
pendance upon the help which thiv Institution
brings to the rellef of such ealnmity,

The amounts of these donatlons but poorly
expreds their value, how lmperfectly can be
fully vnderstood only by Lthe reciplents them-
selvesn, These gifts are the acknowledgments of
1he true deservings of giese unfortunate gentles
men, whose claims upon our sympnthy are
rather ballowed Lhan lessened by the aMliotions
that have vefallen them. They mean that you
will not leave them on the battle-fleld of life,
neglected, wounded and forsaken. If you have
been sparad thelr sutferings aod their fate, you
do not forget 1L has not been owing to your wiss
dom or prudence, but to the kKinder provideuoce
of Him who “pulteth down one and setteth ap
nnother."

Three of the beneficlaries reported at the last

anniversury have deceased during the year, at
the ages of sixty-elght, seventy-two and elghty-
three, In the case of oneof these respecteéd gens
Hemen—und he was long and well known as
most worthy of respect—cenre was laken to con-
cenl from lim the source of Lhe ald dispensed,
lest from Lhe extreme sensitiveness which had
marked his character, the sense of the palnfal
contrast 1o his former fortunes would at onece
have proved fatal oo frame weakened by para-
lysls,

the charaoter and ohjects of the assoclation, the
monthly reports of the Executive Commlttee
show that no proper olject which has been
brought to thelr notlce has been left without
attention and suecor.
